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Breaking Diplomatic Relations . 

All members of the group agreed that breaking diplomatic relations with 
the Soviet Onion would be inadvisable. Mr. Armitag* suggested that the with- 
drawal of NATO Ambassadors from Moscow for consultation might have some of the 
, advantages and fewer of the disadvantages of breaking relations. Mr. Winckler 
5 stressed that such a move would impress the Soviet public with the seriousness 
', of the situation. Mr. Armitage stated that under certain circumstances it 

might also help to induce uncommitted countries to support an acceptable resolu- 
tion in the ON or possibly to make representations against any unilateral action 
to change the existing situation in Germany. ^^
